Although Jackson county probably 
did not exceed h«*r quota in tin* pur­ 
chase of Liberty Bonds, scores of 
people did their part by subscribing 
fo r small amounts and the total which 
is estimated at $250,000 represents 
a large number of individual bond 
holders. 
As a result of the campaign 
many people who have long wished 
to own a government bond have filed 
applieations and before long will bo 
clipping oil' the interest coupons at 
the same time wishing that they own­ 
ed more “ like ’em.” 
There was no organization in this 
county for the sale of the bonds and 
as a result the sales were not tab­ 
ulated in a systematic way. 
Most 
o f the sales were made through the 
loeal hanks. 
When tin* issue was 
first placed on the market a few out 
o f town bonding companies made a 
canvass of the city and secured ap­ 
plications. 
The county will not get 
credit for these. 
However, it is be­ 
lieved that the great m ajority of the 
subscriptions were made through the 
banks in this city and county. 
The county’s quota was fixed at 
$310,000. 
The quota was based up­ 
on the total resources of the several 
banks.

On v ery thin soils or in excessiv ely 
dry years the grain sorghums are com­ 
monly better than corn in. that they re­ 
turn a larger tonnage per acre.

Feeding Tables Hard 
to 
Follow on 
Account of Variation of 
I ngredients. 


For many years feeder« hav e en­ 
deav ored to use so-called standard 
tables showing the theoretical num­ 
ber of pounds each of so-called di­ 
gestible protein, fats and carbohy­ 
drates. 
These methods are fa ta lly 
defectiv e for the following reasons: 
First, the tables call for so much 
digestible food. 
If there was such a 
thing as digestible food it might fur­ 
nish a basis to go by, but digestible 
food is really appa rently digestible 
food, in that it disappears in the body, 
j Just what use is ma de of it is not a l­ 
ways clear. Some of it turns into gas, 
some is conv erted into heat, and much 
of it is used in the labor of digesting 
and handling the food. 
In the cane 
of straw and similar material, nearly 
all of its energy is used up in the 
labor of digesting it, leav ing little or 
no net gain. 
Straw should be re­ 
turned to the soil. 
Ta ke two sa mples 
of dried barley grains, each conta in­ 
ing the same a mount of digestible 
food, and one will giv e twenty more 
therms or heat units than the other. 
One hundred pounds of digestible 
food deriv ed from rougha ge is about 
equal to eighty pounds deriv ed from 
grain, so if we add together things 
which are unlike, we get no tangible 
results. 
It is like a dding so ma ny 
pounds to so many gallons. 
So, the 
digestible basis of figuring rations is 
v ery inaccurate. 
The correct way is. 
first, to ascertain how much protein 
and energy a cow needs to sustain 
life and keep weight. 
You can get 
this from your experiment station, 
and ascertain how much is necessary 
to make one pound of milk of a cer­ 
tain fat test, and then feed her as 
much protein and energy as is needed 
to maintain her and supply food for 
as many pounds of milk as she can 
make. 
This is a v ery difficult problem 
and few can do it. and we cha llenge 
any two men to tackle the same prob­ 
lem under the same conditions and 
arriv e at the s a m e result. 
We e. nnot tell unless we try to find 
out, that a cow will not giv e more 
milk on more feed, or maybe as much 
milk on les; ¡eel. 
So feeding is large 
ly experimental, as no two cows are 
alike. 
Howev er, ? Le law of a v erages will 
hold, and the feeder can sav e all this 
trouble and much loss by feeding a 
ration which Ins experiment station 
has in most cases made, say three to 
four pounds of milk for eacli pound 
of mixed feed. 
There is one thing certain. 
The 
more solids and fat in the milk, the 
more feed needed per pound of milk. 
So, a good mixed feed which is prop­ 
erly combined and all the rougha ge 
ihe will eat will greatly simplify your 
feeding problem and a v ery little ex­ 
perimenting will soon show you how 
much concentrates each cow needs to 
produce a maximum yield.

de 
Toro 
with the ruined fort of San Lorenzo at 
the mouth of the Chagres river. 
The 
latter point, which figured prominently 
in the history of the isthmus under 
Spanish rule, commands the entrance 
of the Chagres river which admits of 
easy approach by w ater to the Gatun 
locks. 
As a fortified position it would 
also have to be reckoned w ith by any 
m ilitary expedition directed at the cit­ 


ies of Colon or Panama. 
The prim ary 
object in tlie construction of the road 
is the rapid transportation of troops 
and 
m ilitary 
equipment 
from 
Fort 
Sherman to San Lorenzo in ease hos­ 
tilities were attempted by w ay of the 
Chagres. The road w ill be six to eight 
miles long and w ill 
be 
of 
five-foot 
gauge, the standard in use on the Pa n ­ 
ama railroad. 
The road w ill be part 
of an elaborate defense scheme and 
will cost from $750.000 to $800,000. 
T wo Oth er Pro jects. 
Tw o other roads are projected which 
are not prim arily of m ilitary charac­ 
ter. but would be useful in case of hos­ 
tilities. 
The Panam a national assem­ 
bly has a bill under consideration pro­ 
viding for tin* construction of a rail­ 
road in the province of ( ’hiriqul ex­ 
tending from tin* town of La Concep­ 
tion through D ivala to a point in tin* 
bay known as Clmrco Azul to be de- j 
termined on later. 
The line w ill be a 
branch of the Chiriqui railroad now in 
operation. 
It is expected to aid great­ 
ly in the industrial 
development 
of 
Chiriqui, one of the richest and most 
fertile sections of the country.

assembly is also considering the eon- j 
struction by the United 
States 
and 
Panama jointly of a svries of railroads 
and highways connecting the cities of j 
Panama and Colon with points in tin* | 
interior. 
Such roads, it is believed, 
would help the grow th of the cities ¡is 
well as tin* development 
of the 
in- ! 
terior. 
Under the provisions of a pro- j 
posed bill Panam a is to pay 50 per 
cent of the cost of construction and 
the executive is authorized 
to treat ,

States government 
through a special mission.

ELECTRIFICATION OF SUBURBAN ROAD 


P A S S E N G E R COACH ON B U EN O S A IR E S -T IG R E ROAD. 


Tigre, one of the most popular pleas­ 
ure resorts for the people of Buenos 
Aires, was recently linked w ith the 
capital city by the completion of the 
electrification of a suburban railroad. 
Tigre lies on the Plata river about 
twenty-seven 
miles 
above 
Bueuos 
Aires, and for some years the increas­ 
ing flow of people hetween tin* city 
iml the pleasure grounds, or rather 
boating waters, was by means of boats 
and the steam railroads. 
The contin­ 
ued increase in the popularity of T i­ 
gre, however, necessitated better pas­ 
senger-traffic facilities than those pre­ 
vailing, and notwithstanding tin* dis­ 
turbed conditions of the world, the 
work of electrification of the route to 
Tigre has continued with little inter­ 
ruption. 
The road belongs to the O n- 
tral Argentine system. 
The electric alternating current is 
produced at 20.000 volts at a main p o w ­ 
er plant near the Tigre end of the rood 
and transmitted to substations by un­ 
derground cables. 
A third rail con­ 
veys tin* current to the trains. 
The coaches are of the m ultiple sys­ 
tem, the unit consisting of one motor 
coach having two motors and a trailer 
coach. 
The standard train w ill have 
tw o units o r four coaches, but may be 
increased 
to 
six 
units 
o r 
twelve 


c o a c h e s . 
All of the coaches have cen­ 


tral as well as end doors, and are thus 
equipped 
for 
th e easy Ingress 
and 


e g re s s of crowds. 
The new electric service w ill not 
only facilitate travel between Buenos 
Aires and Tigre, but the various su­ 
burban villages through which the road 
passes w ill be equally benefited. Towns 
and villages are numerous along the 
route, and many business men of the 
city have their homes in these subur­ 
ban sections. 
In the past the steam 
railw ays have operated from 30 to 50 
trains a day between the capital and 
Tigre, from which fact we obtain an 
idea of the enormous amount of travel. 
W ith more modern facilities, the whole 
region along the electric line seems 
likely to be more popular than in tlio 
past. 
Tigre is often referred to as “ Little 
Venice.” Its location at the confluence 
<»f the Tigre anil the broad L a Plata, 
together with the numerous islands of 
the vicinity, especially favor aquatic 
sports. These tin* Argentine has'devel- 
opeil on a large scale, and the various 
contests in season never fail to draw 
enthusiastic crowds. 
There are beau­ 
tiful gardens, vine-clad cottages, fine 
shade trees, and ori the main shore 
the splendid hotels and amusement pa­ 
vilions offer every facility for pleasure 
and entertainment.

road, the “ light railroad,” as

known in m ilitary phraseology. 
W ith 
its fussy little engines, it is to be 
found everywhere behind the front. 
It. is scarcely an exaggeration to 
say that without the narrow gauge 
railroad, 
tin* 
artillery 
preparation 
which is the essential prelim inary of 
any attack on a trench position, would 
be Impossible. 
Much has been written concerning 
the splendid services rendered by the 
motor lorries at Verdun, and they cer­ 
tainly did much to save the situation. 
B u t on that occasion they were act­ 
ing in their proper 
capacity 
as 
an 
emergency service. 
They enabled the 
French troops to resist the first Ger­ 
man onrush, and so gave time to the 
m ilitary engineers to build the narrow 
gauge lines which could alone be re­ 
garded as a satisfactory and perma­ 
nent means of supply. 
Rap id ly Laid . 
The narrow 
gauge railroad, 
with 
tracks GO centimeters (two feet) apart, 
is easily and rapidly laid down. 
Its 
rails are riveted two by two to metal 
ties, and can lie put together w ith a 
minimum of delay. 
W ith a thin layer 
of ballast the rails can be laid almost 
anywhere. 
Thanks to the narrowness 
of the gauge they cun follow the most 
tortuous course, and hills have no ter­ 
rors for them. 
They 
can 
negotiate 
safely curves of a radius of 30 yards, 
ami can climb a grude of 3 in 100. 
Th e m ilitary 
light railroad needs 
relatively little in the way of embank- j 
merits and engineering, and the work ! 
of laying down the track can be car­ 
ried out with great speed. 
A gang of 
300 men under the direction of a few 
experts can lay a half m ile a 
day 
ready for immediate use. The engines 
used are capable of hauling a load of 
25 tons 
up 
a 
grade of 3 in 
100. 
The cars consist of a simple platform 
mounted on four wheels, which is con­ 


structed to carry a load of eight tons. 
The French staff 
has a 
carefully 
prepared map of the German railroads 
before Verdun at the moment of the 
great, offensive. 
It provides eloquent 
evidence of the extent to which the 
Germans avail themselves of the nar­ 
row gauge railroad for the purpose of 
attacks. 
Behind the Get man trenches 
the country is covered with n network 
of lines that for their complexity and 
number can only be compared to the 
filaments of a spider’s web. 
W h er­ 
ever the ground affords cover for a r­ 
tillery, there the lines are most com­ 
plicated and close. 
At certain points 
on the most advanced sections of the 
narrow’ gauge line a series of sidings 
betrays the position of the heavy guns, 
whieli tire from trucks on the rails.

The great advantage of the light 
railroad is that practically it does not 
take 
up 
any 
road 
space. 
W hen 
weather permits the roads are left en­ 
tirely free for motor and horse-drawn 
vehicles, which thus become a supple­ 
ment of the light railroad. 
German shells <lo not interrupt traf­ 
fic on th*ese lines, since even when by 
a lucky chance the line is damaged, it 
is a matter of no great difficulty or 
time to restore communication. 
Before this w ar the importance of 
the narrow’ gauge railroad 
was 
not 
realized. 
Everything for the arm y is, 
of course, brought up as close as pos­ 
sible to the firing line by the broad 
lines, but owing to the great range of 
modern heavy artillery, trains cannot 
hope to come up along the ordinary 
lines w ith safety and regularity. 
As 
a rule, tin* normal railhead for the 
broad gauge lines is from six to ten 
miles from the front. 
In times of at­ 
tack each broad gauge railhead may 
be called upon to deal with as much as 
2,000 tons dally of ammunition and 
material. 
Upon the return of peace France ex­ 
pects to utilize the whole magnificent 
system of light railroads built up dur­ 
ing the past two years for agricultural 
purposes.
